21.122.1. (Added)(AETC) Stock control will process an off-line special requisition (SPR) with a routing
identifier code of JLS, priority 13, and appropriate fund/signal code assignment for the asset. (Reference
AFMAN 23-110, Volume 2, Part 2, Chapter 9, Requisitioning, Attachment 9A-5 and Table 9A2.1.)

21.122.2. (Added)(AETC) Process the receipt as condition code “A,” TEX code “8.” (Reference AFMAN
23-110, Volume 2, Part 2, Chapter 10, Receipt Processing.)

21.122.3. (Added)(AETC) AUP assets will be “C-decked” maintenance issue (ISU) to the applicable repair
shop using their organization and shop code. (Reference AFMAN 23-110, Volume 2, Part 2, Chapter 11,
Issue Systems.)

%*21.122.4. (Added)(AETC) Standard due-in from maintenance (DIFM) procedures apply to track bench-
checked AUP assets. If the asset is determined serviceable, the repair cycle function will process a turn-in
using maintenance action taken code “B,” condition code “A.” If the asset is determined unserviceable,
repair cycle will process a turn-in using maintenance action taken code ““9,” condition code “H.” (Reference
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AFMAN 23-110, Volume 2, Part 2, Chapter 13, Turn-in Procedures, paragraph 13.12.2, and Chapter 24,
Repair Cycle Support.)
